Basra Blasts Kill Dozens 


Busloads of children among dead in coordinated bombings 


BASRA, IRAQ | Suicide attackers unleashed 
car bombings against police buildings in 
Iraq's biggest Shiite city Wednesday morn- 
ing, striking rush-hour crowds and killing at 
least 68 people, including 16 children incin- 
erated in their school buses. 

The attacks wounded about 200 people 
and marked a revival of devastating suicide 
bombings, which had not been seen during 
this month’s battles between U.S. forces and 
homegrown guerrillas across Iraq. 

Basra Gov. Wael Abdul-Latif, a member of 
the Iraqi Governing Council, blamed al Qaeda, 


but a U.S. counterterrorism official said it was 
premature to make such judgments. 

Bombers struck at 7 a.m., just as the city’s 
main street market, near one of the target- 
ed police stations, was opening for the day. 
Shoppers were headed to the stalls of veg- 
etables and other goods, and children were 
passing on their way to school. 

The attackers detonated four cars packed 
with missiles and TNT in front of three police 
stations and a police academy. An hour later 


another car bomb went off outside the police 
academy in Zubair, alargely Sunni town about 
nine miles from mainly Shiite Basra. 
Police discovered two other car bombs 
before they were detonated and arrested three 
men in the vehicles, Abdul-Latif said. 
Ablast in front of one police station wrecked 
and charred vehicles, including school buses 
taking kindergartners and girls ages 10-15 to 
school. Dead children, burned beyond recog- 
nition, were pulled from the wreckage. 
Nine of the dead and 36 of the wounded 
were police, Abdul-Latif said. assas FAvADH (AP)

S4B Over Budget 


Conflict costing an 
estimated $4.7 billion a 
month, Pentagon says 


WASHINGTON | Increased violence 
in Iraq is pushing the cost of the 
war over budget, possibly by as 
much as $4 billion by late summer, 
the top U.S. military officer said 
Wednesday. And billions more will 
be needed for the rest of the year. 
Gen. Richard Myers, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said the 
recent decision to extend the stay 
of some 20,000 troops will cost 
roughly $700 million more over 
three months. The White House 
is keeping open the possibility it 
will seek additional funds before 
the end of this election year. 
“When the service chiefs last 
talked about this, there was, I think, 
a $4 billion shortfall,” Myers told the 
House Armed Services Committee. 


“We thought we could get through 
all of August. We’d have to figure 
out how to do September.” 

The war is costing an estimat- 
ed $4.7 billion a month, officials 
said. Defense officials are studying 
their current budget, which runs 
through Sept. 30, to determine 
whether some money can be moved 
from purchase programs or other 
Pentagon accounts, Myers said. 

Lawmakers expect to have a 
defense bill in place by the time the 
new budget year begins Oct. 1. But 
the version President Bush proposed 
had no money for U.S. operations in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. Nevertheless, 
legislators say the Pentagon could 
use money from that bill until extra 
money for the war is provided. 

White House officials have said 
they would propose a separate bill 
after this fall’s elections — costing 
up to $50 billion — to pay for the 
two Wars.

WASHINGTON | It’s tough to protect 
the United States against terrorism, 
President Bush said Wednesday, add- 
ing that he understands why two- 
thirds of Americans in an Associated 
Press poll think terrorists are likely 
to strike the nation again before the 
November election. 

“This is a hard country to 
defend,” Bush told executives of 
more than 1,500 Associated Press- 


member newspapers at the cooper- 
ative’s annual meeting. 

Questioned about an AP 
poll showing that two of three 
Americans believe another attack is 
at least “somewhat likely” before the 
election, Bush said: “I can under- 
stand why they think they're going 
to get hit again.” 

“Our intelligence is good,” he 
said. “It’s just never perfect, is the 


problem.” 

Results from the poll, conducted 
for the AP by Ipsos-Public Affairs, 
show that half of Americans have 
concerns that terrorists might be 
winning the war on terrorism, and 
one in five feels strongly that way. 

A third said it was likely there 
would be an attack at one of the 
political conventions this summer.

Intel on Iraqi leader 
sparked early start 
to war, book reveals 


WASHINGTON | The carefully devel- 
oped plan to begin the U.S. inva- 
sion of Iraq last March with 48 
hours of secret special operations 
was changed at the last minute 
when CIA and Pentagon officials 
told President Bush they believed 
they could kill Saddam Hussein, 
according to a new book by The 
Washington Post’s Bob Woodward. 

Informants inside Iraq — known 
in the CIA as the ROCKSTARS — 
reported that Hussein and two of 
his sons were staying at a house out- 


side Baghdad, according to the book 
“Plan of Attack.” When the news 
was relayed to Washington the 
afternoon of March 19, 2003, Bush 
agreed to an airstrike to attempt 
to kill them. The sudden change in 
plans meant that he went on nation- 
al television that night to announce 
that the attack had begun, about 
36 hours earlier than planned. 
Although the target was 
destroyed, the CIA was unable to 
verify whether Hussein or his sons 
were at the site. The sons, Uday and 
Qusay, were later killed and their 
father eventually captured. 
Woodward also describes the 
moment on the morning of March 
19 when Bush ordered Gen. Tommy 


Franks to begin operations by a 
video hook-up in the White House 
Situation Room. 

“For the peace of the world and 
the benefit and freedom of the Iraqi 
people,” Bush said, “I hereby give 
the order to execute Operation 
Iraqi Freedom. May God bless the 
troops.” 

“May God bless America,”

Midwest Tornadoes Kill 8, Damage Town 


Bodies found in rubble 
of pub where residents 
had run for shelter 


UTICA, ILL. | Searchers with shoy- 
els and buckets pulled eight bodies 
Wednesday from the rubble of a tav- 
ern where residents had gathered 
to seek shelter from a twister that 
flattened the century-old building. 

Mayor Fred Esmond said several 
people from a nearby trailer park 


had congregated in the basement of 
the Milestone Tap on a night when 
dozens of twisters tore through the 
Midwest. Nine people were removed 
alive from the ruins of the country- 
western-themed watering hole. 

Coroner Jody Bernard said the 
dead ranged in age from 18 to 81. 
The two-story building’s crumbling 
sandstone foundation slowed res- 
cuers’ efforts as they gingerly dug 
through the sandy rubble. 

The twister cut a wide swath 


of destruction in this small town 
90 miles southwest of Chicago, 
turning homes and business- 
es into piles of brick and splin- 
tered wood. More than 10 peo- 
ple were taken to hospitals. 
Gov. Rod Blagojevich visited Utica 
and other communities and declared 
four counties to be disaster areas. 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency officials planned to visit 
Thursday to see if they qualify for

EU Balks at Handing Over 
Airline Passenger Data 
The European Parliament passed a 
resolution Wednesday challenging an 
agreement to share airline passenger 
data with Washington and asked the 
European Union's top court to deter- 
mine if the deal violates privacy laws. 
The vote risks a confrontation with 
the United States that could force the 
cancelation of some trans-Atlantic 
flights. Washington says the pas- 
senger data — ranging from credit 
card numbers to meal preferences — 
is needed to combat terrorism.

Palestinian P.M. Urges Bush 
To Reconsider New Policy 
Palestinian Prime Minister Ahmed 
Qureia wrote to President Bush on 
Wednesday, asking him to recon- 
sider his tacit recognition of some 
Jewish settlements in the West Bank. 
Qureia said recent declarations that 
Israel could keep some of the West 
Bank and would not have to absorb 
Palestinian refugees contradict long- 
standing U.S. policy.

Independent Panel Set Up

Marines refuse to let 
families return after 
ambush by insurgents 


FALLUJAH, IRAQ | Peace efforts in 
this besieged city ran into trouble 
Wednesday as guerrillas mounted 
a heavy attack on U.S. troops, with 
Marines killing 20 insurgents in the 
ensuing battle. 

Meanwhile, insurgents started 
turning in some weapons as part 
of acrucial disarmament, but most 
were useless, U.S. military officials 
said. In response, U.S. Marines halt- 
ed the return of some of the 70,000 
residents — more than a third of 
Fallujah’s population — who had 
fled the city earlier this month dur- 
ing the bloody fighting. 

About 10 families made it back 
into the city in the morning before 
Marines told some 600 Iraqis wait-

ing at the checkpoint that no more 
would be allowed to enter. 

The steps were a setback to two 
key parts of an agreement reached 
over the weekend by U.S. officials 
and Fallujah city leaders aimed at 
bringing peace to the city. Under the 
deal, the city leaders called on guer- 
rillas to disarm, and the Americans 
said they would attempt to let in 50 
families a day. 

Marine Capt. Matt Watt said he 
doubted the battle would scuttle the 
agreement. 

“T think it’s one last surge by 
the mujahedeen and criminal- 
type elements in the city to get 
one last attack in before the polit- 
ical situation snuffs them out,” 
Watt said. “They see that the end 
is near.” (ap)

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA | A suicide 
bomber attacked a security police 
building in the Saudi capital Wed- 
nesday, killing at least four other 
people and wounding 148, just days 
after the United States warned of 
a terrorist attack. 

A Saudi Interior Ministry state- 
ment said attackers tried to drive 
one vehicle into the General Security 
building, the administrative head- 
quarters of the Saudi domestic secu- 
rity service. The driver exploded 
the car 100 feet from the gate, an 
Interior Ministry official said. 

A U.S. counterterrorism offi- 
cial, speaking on the condition of 
anonymity, said the attack had the 
hallmarks of al Qaeda, which has 
used car bombs to carry out previ- 
ous attacks in Riyadh. 

The General Security building 
was severely damaged, along with 
a number of nearby homes. General 
Security officers have been on the 
front lines in a Saudi crackdown on 
Islamic militants, manning check- 
points and occasionally engaging in 
fire fights with suspects. 

The United States last week 
ordered the departure of nones- 
sential U.S. government employ- 
ees and family members from 
Saudi Arabia, warning of “credi- 
ble indications of terrorist threats 
aimed at American and Western 
interests in Saudi Arabia.” 

U.S. Embassy spokeswoman 
Carol Kalin said no Americans 
were hurt in the bombing. (ap)

Set Free in Israel 


Vanunu spent 18 years 
in prison for treason 
after revealing secrets 


ASHKELON, ISRAEL | A bitter and 
unrepentant Mordechai Vanunu 
walked out of prison Wednesday, 
18 years after revealing Israel’s 
nuclear secrets, saying he is proud 
of his actions and demanding Israel 
open its reactor to international 
inspection. 

Vanunu waved to dozens of 
cheering anti-nuclear campaigners 
after his release from Shikma Prison 
in the coastal city of Ashkelon. In 
his first hours of freedom, the 
Christian convert sought refuge 
in a Jerusalem church. 

Vanunu was a low-level tech- 
nician at Israel’s nuclear reactor 
in Dimona before he gave descrip- 
tions and photos of the plant to The 
Sunday Times of London in 1986, 
lifting the cloak off Israel’s secret 
nuclear program. Using his infor- 
mation, experts said Israel had 
the world’s sixth-largest stockpile 
of nuclear weapons. 

A Mossad agent lured Vanunu 
to Rome, where he was snatched, 
brought to Israel by boat and tried 
for treason. 

Many Israelis view Vanunu as a 
traitor, and groups of angry protest- 
ers gathered at the prison to curse 
at him upon his release. 

“To all those who are calling me 
traitor, [am saying I am proud, Iam 


Mordechai Vanunu after his release

proud and happy to do what I did,” 
he said in heavily accented English. 
He refused to respond to questions 
in Hebrew in protest of restrictions 
Israel placed on him, including a 
ban on speaking to foreigners. 

While Vanunu insists he has 
nothing else to reveal, Israeli offi- 
cials insist he still possesses state 
secrets and will be monitored. 

Because Israel is not party to the 
Nuclear Nonproliferation Treaty, the 
International Atomic Energy Agen- 
cy has no power to look into its nucle- 
ar program. The U.N. agency, how- 
ever, is seeking dialogue with Israel.

Pakistani Opium Farmers Stage Revolt 


QUETTA, PAKISTAN | Hundreds of 
gun-toting farmers angered over 
the government’s destruction of 
their opium crops blocked a major 
highway in Pakistan and burned 
two paramilitary vehicles and a U.N. 
car, officials said Wednesday. 

The poppies, which are used to 
make heroin, were destroyed by 
police early Wednesday, said Col. 
Abdul Basit. Farmers armed with 


assault rifles then seized a highway 
near the Afghan border. When con- 
fronted by paramilitary forces, the 
farmers forced the officers from 
their vehicles and torched the jeeps, 
Basit said. The farmers also burned 
a car that belonged to a U.N. aid 
organization. No one was hurt. 
The government sent troops to 
restore order, Basit said, and the 
farmers then dispersed. (ap) 
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FALLS CHURCH, VA. 
4-Year-Olds Burned in Fire 
Two 4-year-old boys were burned 
when the shed they were play- 
ing in exploded, authorities said 
Wednesday. Neighbors carried 
the children across the street where 
firefighters found them “conscious, 
with severe burns throughout their 
bodies,” said Lt. Raul Castillo with 
the Fairfax County Fire and Rescue 
Department. The cause of the blast

Va. Legislature 
Bans Civil Unions 


Warner’s amendment 
tossed before houses 
easily pass measure 


RICHMOND, VA. | The House and 
Senate on Wednesday rejected a 
gubernatorial amendment to a 
bill banning civil unions and other 
same-sex partnerships in Virginia, 
then passed the original measure 
by veto-proof margins. 

The House passed the bill by a 
vote of 69-30, easily reaching the 
two-thirds margin necessary to 
override a potential veto. The Senate 
then passed the bill 27-12. 

Gov. Mark R. Warner’s amend- 
ment would have removed language 
from the bill prohibiting a “part- 
nership contract or other arrange- 
ment” between people of the same 
sex, which Democrats said could 
invite constitutional challenges. 

But bill sponsor Del. Robert 
Marshall said the sole intention of 
the bill was to prevent recognition of 
domestic partnerships that “bestow the 
privileges or obligations of marriage.” 
The state's Affirmation of Marriage 
Act already bans same-sex matriages 
performed in other states from being 
recognized in Virginia. 
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House of Delegates Minority Leader 
Franklin P. Hall reacts to civil union battle. 

Del. Brian Moranasked Marshall 
to define the privileges of marriage 
and what types of contracts would 
fall under the bill, to which Marshall 
retorted, “I am not accountable for 
the gentleman’s lack of enlighten- 
ment or understanding.” 

Warner maintained after the vote 
that he still believes the bill is uncon-

Kellems Resigns Post 
As Public Safety Chief 


WASHINGTON | The woman credited 
with helping to reorganize public 
safety agencies in the nation’s cap- 
ital announced Wednesday she is 
resigning. 

Following the Sept. 11 terrorist 
attacks in Deputy Mayor for Public 
Safety and Justice Margret Nedelkoff 
Kellems worked closely with the FBI, 
Secret Service and the Department 
of Homeland Security to improve 
security for residents, visitors, and 
federal facilities including the White 
House and U.S. Capitol. 

Kellems leaves June 6 to run 
the Washington area offices of 
Friedman, Billings, Ramsey Group, 
Inc., an investment banking firm. 

Mayor Anthony A. Williams 


told reporters that people walk- 
ing around the city are safer as a 
result of Kellems’s efforts in hir- 
ing hundreds of police officers and 
firefighters, and modernizing the 
911 emergency network. 

Kellems becomes the latest key fig- 
ure to leave the Williams administra- 
tion since last summer. Deputy Mayor 
John Koskinen left in September. The 
following month, Peter LaPorte, who 
ran the D.C. Emergency Management 
Agency, departed. Deputy Mayor 
Carolyn Graham, who oversaw the 
city’s health and social service pro- 
grams, resigned in January. (ap)

DETROIT | Americans are opting 
more for vehicles with environ- 
mentally friendly hybrid engines, 
new statistics show, and that trend 
is expected to continue because of 
high gas prices and a growing num- 
ber of hybrid models. 

U.S. registrations for hybrid 
vehicles rose to 43,435 last year, a 
25.8 percent increase from 2002, 
according to R.L. Polk & Co. 


Since 2000, hybrid sales in the 
United States have grown at an 
average annual rate of 88.6 per- 
cent, Polk said, but they account 
for only a fraction of total vehicles 
sold.

Greenspan to Congress: 
Rate Hikes Very Likely 


As economy rebounds, 
threat of inflation to 
push interest rates up 


WASHINGTON | Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan said 
Wednesday extra-low interest rates 
“must rise at some point” now that 
the economy is hitting its stride. 
Testifying before Congress’ Joint 
Economic Committee, Greenspan 
said that after a long stretch of sub- 
par growth, the economy finally 
staged a significant rebound in 
the second half of last year and is 
expanding more vigorously now. 
But with the economy rebound- 
ing, some companies are finding it 
easier to raise prices, he added. 
“As I have noted previously, the 
federal funds rate must rise at some 
point to prevent pressures on price 
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inflation from eventually emerg- 
ing,” Greenspan said. 

Since last June, Greenspan and 
his policy-making colleagues at the 
central bank held that rate at 1 per- 
cent, the lowest since 1958. This rate 
is the interest that banks charge 
each other on overnight loans. It 
the Fed’s primary tool for influenc- 
ing economic activity. (ap)

Ginsburg is not bound by a dead- 
line, even though the NFL draft 
begins Saturday. She can make a 
decision on her own or can refer the 
issue to the entire Supreme Court. 
On Wednesday she asked the 
NFL to file a response to Clarett’s 
appeal by Thursday morning.

The post-grunge grrrls of Sleater-Kinney keep rioting for rock equity 


music | With women like Karen 
O of the Yeah Yeah Yeahs taking 
the rock scene by storm, you might 
wonder when the beloved all-female 
punk trio Sleater-Kinney, playing 
an early show Thursday night at the 
9:30 Club, is going to make its stab 
at fame. 

Don't hold your breath. 

Named after a highway exit in 
their home state of Washington, 
the fiercely independent womyn 
of Sleater-Kinney — singers/ 
guitarists Carrie Brownstein and 
Corin Tucker, drummer Janet Weiss 
— were some of the founding grand- 
mothers, along with Bikini Kill, of 


the marvelously titled riot grrrl 
movement. 

The bands were initially formed 
in the early 90s as an outraged reac- 
tion to the male-dominated world 
of indie rock. 

While the 90s were an enor- 
mous decade for women in rock, 
you'd never mistake Sleater- 
Kinney for chart toppers like Sarah 
McLachlan or Natalie Merchant. 
Uncompromisingly punk in both 
their music and their ethics, Sleater- 
Kinney has spent more than a 
decade fuming about peace and 
injustice. 

This is the kind of band that 


opens for Pearl Jam in front of an 
enormous military audience and 
launches into a tirade against the 
Iraq war. Beer bottles and rotten 
produce be damned. 

After three howlingly anthemic 
albums with songs like “I Wanna 
Be Your Joey Ramone” earned it 
a devoted underground following, 
Sleater-Kinney was expected to 
explode with its fourth LP. 

“The Hot Rock” from 1999 was 
a dense release that snubbed its 
nose at the crippling hype sur- 
rounding the trio and revealed 
what their fans already knew: 
Sleater-Kinney would play the 


music game on their own terms. 

Subject of the I’m-cooler-than- 
you-are 2001 documentary “Songs 
for Cassavetes,” Sleater-Kinney has 
transcended the narrow riot grrrl 
tag and firmly cemented itself in the 
broader indie community. 

Doors open at 6 p.m. for Sleater- 
Kinney’s performance. After clear- 
ing out the house (they check the 
bathroom stalls for stragglers, trust 
us), the equally socially conscious 
hip-hop legends Jurassic 5 hit the 
stage at 10 p.m. Anyone else smell 
a great collaboration brewing?

OPENINGS | D.C. doesn't suffer from a 
dearth of museums, heaven knows, 
but when an idea is as cool as this 
one, what’s one more cavernous 
space in which tourists and locals 
young and old can be informed and 
entertained? 

The Marian Koshland Science 
Museum rolls out the red carpet 
this weekend for a gala grand open- 
ing that promises to be only slight- 


ly more glamorous than its daily 
existence. 

Sure, there will be live entertain- 
ment, hands-on science activities 
and all kind ofhigh-muckety-mucks 
of science in attendance. But take 
away the muckety-mucks and the 
live entertainment (including a 
jaw-dropping performance from 
the Velocity Stilts — acrobats who 
know too much about high-perfor-

mance artificial limbs), and youre 
left with the aforementioned inter- 
active exhibits, as well as a rich 
array of permanent and tempo- 
rary displays. 

The museum wants to link the 
hard facts of science with the public 
policy to which it is applied — after 
all, behind almost every controver- 
sial issue from public-health ques- 
tions to urban planning is a bundle 
of scientific research. 

“Wonders of Science” takes 
center stage as Koshland’s per- 
manent exhibit, and the two inau- 
gural exhibits are “Global Warming 
Facts & Our Future” (one hands-on 
activity allows visitors to “flood” 
the Chesapeake Bay) and “Putting 
DNA to Work,” which looks at DNA 
mapping in a variety of cases, from 
tracking SARS to use by criminal 
forensics teams. 

So after the trumpet-blaring of 
the Koshland’s opening weekend, 
the museum will be available for a 
less public perusal of its offerings.

LECTURE | Quick — who's the man 
who fell to earth? David Bowie? 
Hardly. The Thin White Duke 
would never scuff his cufflinks. 
Try high-altitude balloonist Col. 
Joe Kittinger, who speaks of his life 
of derring-do Thursday night at the 
National Air and Space Museum. 
On Aug. 16, 1960, Kittinger took 
the helium-filled Excelsior III to 
102,800 feet and exited the gon- 
dola, returning to earth via multi- 
stage parachute.

After retiring from the Air Force, 
Jumping Joe kept flying. In 1984, 
he completed the first solo balloon 
crossing of the Atlantic. He’s been a 
barnstormer, a skywriter — and the 
only guy who can tell folks what it’s 
like to plummet to the ground from 
nearly 20 miles up.

Will WorldCom shareholders who 
bought shares after the accounting 
scandal get any MCI shares? 

Unfortunately, the prior 
WorldCom shares hold no value 
now or in the future. 


How do we know MCI will not cook 
its books again? 

The financial controls and the 
very broad, yet specific, system of 
corporate governance that we have 
put in place will prevent these issues 
in the future and, in fact, will serve 
as a model and a standard for oth- 
ers. The proud employees of MCI 
were victims of fraud by a select 
few and we are all committed to 
doing the right things now and in 
the future. 


Can I deduct the value of my MCI 
stock (purchased before the 
WorldCom merger) as a capital loss? 

You should check with an 
accountant or tax professional, but 
I do think you can claim and carry 
it forward as a capital loss. 


Shouldn’t MCI arrange some kind of 
compensation for shareholders, or 
at least fall on its sword and wound 
itself publicly? Until then, your PR 
people will be working double shifts 
to bolster public confidence. 

There may be remuneration 
arranged by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission (funded 
through a payment by MCI to the 
SEC as part of the emergence from 
bankruptcy) made to prior share- 
holders, the details of which will be 
made known by the SEC.
